My first 
»ll was taken from Grn 
ha me-White at Fan.

equipped with an A usa a1 motor, for it 
was before the Gnome had been placed 
jtMin the market, and It was probably 
fortunate for me that my machine did 
not have the greater horsepower de 
reloped by the later type of engine. 
I l«*; rued as did most of the men who 
tnt re made a success of the work 
The 
controls were explained to me. and I 
made a thorough study of the theory

which tile machine operates. 
I 
mew what to do to make the mono 
plane go up or down or steer to right 
jr left, and I knew how to warp the 
wings to preserve my balance—that Is. 
I knew them In theory, though I load. 
if course, never tried them in practice 
‘‘Now,” said Gruhame White, "you 
ire to fake a nm along the ground 
md sec lf you can steer the machine 
Die wheel Is tied so that you cannot 
jo up Into the air. and all you are to 
10 is to keep going straight and shut 
jff your engine when you come to the

80 my engine was started, and when 
the propeller got going at a fair speed 
I gave the signal to the mechanics 
who were holding the machine to let 
go, and I felt myself dash forward 
smoothly over the ground. 
I believed 
thut all I had to do was to leave the

and 
it 
would go In a straight line until I 
stopped the engine, but In this I was 
destined to meet with a great sur­ 
prise. for instead of going straight 
11 head I found myself going around lr 


that taught me to fly much as oue

I Find Myself In the Air. 
\t the end of the mile straight awa) 
on the course was a road crossing the 
field ut right angles and st an deva 
thin of revers I feet above the rest of 
fne ground. 
Without thinking much 
shout this road aud fooling perhaps 
'hat so slight uud so gradual an em 
tm ilk merit was not a serious obstacle 
I went dashing merrily on and up the 
slot** tow ani the highway. 
A few minutes later my utter as 
ronlslimcnt may tie I magi tied when I 
soddenly realized that I was not upon 
tin* ground at all. tint 
was sailing 
gracefully through the air at a height 
.if alwut eighty feet alsive the earth 
The explauation is simple enough to 
me now 
When the front of mv ma 
i bine t**ok the slo|»e of the embank 
aleut it rose until the slant of rn) 
platies was exactly what was nets** 
4ary for the Import of the air to ge’ 
under 1 hem 
and give the required 
lifting power for the machine to fly 
In other words, the embankment did 
for me what I might have done for 
myself had my wh«*el not been tied 
and it scut my machine upward into 
Hie air as gracefully aud us easily 
as though it had Iweu »’’rpotely operat 
isl for that result by the most skilled 
aviator. 
Pot the first few minutes my aston 
lib merit was so great that I did aliso 
lately nothing but sit motionless ami 
let the Hie riot take Its course. 
Then 
I pulled myself together and tried to 
remetnlier everything that Gruhume 
W hile had told me about bow to man 
ago the machine. 
My one thought was to get back to 
my sterling point, for by this time I 
had gone beyond the smooth fields aud 
was flying over rough aud dangerous 
ground tlint would have meant instant 
disaster bad I landed upon it. 
So, in 
»rd cr to turn, I 
rust my left toot 
gently forward, and I shall never for 
get my thrill of triumph as I found 
rh* Bleriot gradually sweeping aboil' 
in a wide and easy circle to the left 
•hat soon brought me again back to 
(he smooth fields and facing toward 
rho direction from which I had come. 
An Unexpected Disaster. 
As I approached my starting place I 
shovel my wheel gently forward, as I 
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had been Instructed to do to come 
down. and a few moments thereafter I 
landed os lightly as a bird, feeling 
that my first flight hud indeed been a 
triumph unmarred in any way and 
entirely disproving the discouraging 
things I 
had heard afaint the diffi­ 
culties of learning to fly. 
I landed with the wind and going at 
a tq*eed well up between fifty and six­ 
ty miles an hour, and not twenty feet 
from where I touched Hie ground was 
a high fence, 
into this I crashed at 
full* speed 
I felt a sudden Jar aud 
beard the loud noises of splintering 
wood ail about me—so loud indeed 
that I felt that the heavens were tum­ 
bling about my ears. 
Then I felt an­ 
other Jar as I fell to the earth, and 
when I had recovered my senses suf­ 
ficiently to examine tile wreck I found 
that there was not much left except 
the sent aud me. 
For the seat I had 
no very high regard, but I was mighty 
glad and grateful to find that I was 
a I We to get up and walk aland with 
only a score or so of sore spots dis­ 
tributed over my body. 
I must have been au aw ful sight to 
behold. 
From the very beginning of 
my flight, unaccustomed as I was to 
hurtling at such a rate through the 
air. the wind had lushed my eyes as 
though with whipcords, and my eye­ 
balls had become sore and Inflamed. 
The oil from the engine had been 
dashiki Pink on to my face, aud there 
It had mingled in grimy brotherhood 
with Hie water that streamed from 
my eyes under tile lashing of the 
wind. 
It took me a long while to get used 
to this pain caused in the eyes by tho 
rushing air. and during the uext few 
weeks when I began flying witli the 
Gnome engine I got a double dose of 
lubricating oil in my hair, all over my 
face and dow n my neck. 
I flew with the first Gnome engine 
ever put ii 1 sui the market, 
it was a 
short time after I had taken my ini­ 
tial lessons from Grahn me- W hite aud 
when I was in the school run by Hie 
riot himself at Puu. 
it was a vastly different matter to 
start a flight with this new motor, 
instead of having an easy run along 
the ground and lifting at a 8[eed of 
about thirty miles un bour, as I had 
done with Graham*-White* a Ansa uh I 
now found myself rushing along at 
nearly fifty miles an hour almost as 
soon as the int* ha iii* s let go of the 
machine. 
Here my i*oor eyes got a 
lashing whb'li I shall never forget and 
which daily nearly blinded me until I 
t*e*aine accustomed to flying at this 
tremendous speed. 


I Go In For High Flying. 


From the very first the one phase of 
aviation that held a really powerful 
fasciuuliou for me was altitude cliuib- 
ing. 
No sooner had I tried my fledge­ 
ling wings than I looked longingly 
into the upper air aud wanted to climb 
as far as my engine would carry me. 
On the third day of my practice at 
Hie Bleriot school with the Gnome mo­ 
tor i deckled to take affairs into my 
own hands, and, disregarding ail the 
sdvlce that had l**eu given me, I head­ 
ed the machine upward aud cliinl**sl 
close to a thousand feet, when sud­ 
denly. one after the other, three of my 
cylinders went bad. and I was forced 
to t oast flown to th** ground again. 
It 
was the result of some minor defect in 
th** new’ engine, aud when it was re­ 
paired I look my equipment with me 
lo my place ai Heaulleu. in England, 
there to practice a bit and then try 
for my certificate, or aviator's license. 
I t«s ame proficient in a remarkably 
'bort time 
When I felt that I could 
puss inspection I hail Hie officials of 
I V English Aero club apisnnt a day 
when I siitMiid try for my certificate. 
At* otic tai came up to wish me good 
luck Mixt before my me baffies started 
he pr* |HMi**r. aud I asked: 
W hat is Hie English height record?** 
••Fan halt has it.’ he replied 
" It Is

••We:’." I sit hi as I turned away, **l 
m ;

.rad I only took your height on your 
.iraft anti second circles.” 
This love of altitude work has been 
u»y tonstuut passion ever since. Merely 
lo get into an aeroplane and fly no 
tonger has any fascination for me 
I 
waul 
to climb 
I 
want to keep 
Kultur up until I am sure that I am 
higher than any mar has ever been 
before in a heavier than air mnebiue, 
rad. I hough not long ago I almost de­ 
termined to give up aeroplane work I 
now feel the desire growing stronger 
u|K)ti un*, 'iud it would not surprise me 
if I tried for another record soon. 
Eternal practice and un falling pa 
Hence are necessary whet the average 
man takes to flying 
Day after day he 
canst go out "grass cutting," as they 
say at Mineola when Hie novices roll 
along tin* ground fir take only short, 
tow jumps toto the air. 
This Is not 
exciting mid it will seem to the would 
lie pilot that lie is making slow prog­ 
ress. hut. us a matter of fact, he la 
irattling his mind aud his muscles to 
work in unison and by Instinct, and 
this faculty alone is worth all the 
trouble it takes ti* acquire it once it 
is *a!!cd into play in a I iud Spot high 
above the earth
